J. J. SHUBERT'S OPINION 


J. J. Shubert paid a brief visit to Cin- 
cinnati Sunday night to see the pro- 
duction of Maytime, a Shubert play, at 
the Lyric. In the course of a conver- 
sation he expressed some interesting 
opinions on things theatrien!: 

“No one can predict the future of the 
theatrical world during the period of 
the war,” he said. “Our greatest 
problem now is the drafting of our 
performers for military service and the 


large proportion of voluntary enlist- 
ments. In one production which I have 
been rehearsing four men were suc- 


cessively taken out of one role before 
the piece was out of rehearsal. I have 
produced only three new plays this 
season as compared with an average of 
twenty, which I usually open about 
this time of the year. Getting men to 
play parts is a serious problem now, 
If it gets any worse | do not know but 
that we may have to cast women for 


men’s roles some day in the not far 
distant future.” 

Mr. Shubert also spoke of the seri- 
ousness of the railroad situation and 
the difficulty of getting baggage cars. 
“T would not be much surprised,” he 
“if we find ourselves cut out of 
| baggage cars entirely and have to play 
jour read shows with house scenery.” 
| Speaking of the box-office end of the 
he said: “The theater is to- 
day getting new support. The character 
of the audience is changing. Every- 
where we see new faces attracted to 
four first-class houses, filling the gaps 
of the regular patrons who have been 
taken away by war work. Thes new 
patrons are largely working men in the 
war industries, who have become a 
prosperous element in the community 
thru the record-breaking wages they 
are receiving.

BY HEALTH AUTHORITIES 


Drastic Action Taken Because of Spread of Influenza 
and Pneumonia—All Public Halls Included in 
Order— Similar Measures in Other 
New England Cities 


Boston, Sept. 28—The City Emer- | portend panicky conditions. 


gency Health Committee on Thursday 
ordered closed from midnight Thurs- 
day until October 6 all theaters, mo- 
tion picture houses, dance halls and 
public halls of every description. All 
other meeting places not classed as es- 
sential also come under the edict. This 
drastic action was taken because of the 
alarming spread of influenza and pneu- 
monia in Boston and in the State at 
large. Since September 14 697 deaths 
from these causes have been reported. 
It is hoped by closing all public halls 
to check the spread of the epidemic. 

Members of the Association of Thea- 
ter Managers’ of Boston, managers of 
attractions playing at the time the 
closing order went into effect, and 
members of the Exhibitors’ League, is- 
sued the following statement following 
a meeting held Friday night:

‘be necessary for us to have 75,000 cases

here to the situation in that State. 

“Up until the present time there have 
been less than 1,000 cases here. We 
have no intention at this time of clos- 
ing the schools and theaters, as I be- 
lieve that the children are better pro- 
tected in the schools than they would 
be in the streets.”

NEW DEVICE 


In Portable Stage Equipment 


Washington, Sept. 28.—American soldiers are 
being provided with a new device in the way 
of portable stage equipment in order that they 
may be able literally to stage at any place 
they are billeted the entertainments in which 
they have been coached by the Training Camp 
Commission’s dramatic directors over herve. 

The new contrivance occupies no more space 
than a small sized trunk and can be set up. 
cken down and packed away in a few min- 
utes. It is the work of Austin Strong, play- 
wright, whose Drums of Ouce has just been 
printed by the government for the use of the 
commission’s dramatic directors in camp. 

Although Mr. Strong has utilized some of 
the features of the Portmanteau Theater, hts 
main idea was obtained from an account of ‘‘so!- 
dier show’ in the Russo-Japanese war, given 
by General Ian Hamilton, 

Mr. Strong bas so far improved on the Jan- 
anese and other practices that the dozen sets 
of complete equipment now ready to go out to 
the camps, each including scenery, curtains, 
back drops and frames, take up no more than 
a few good sized office desks. They are equally 
available for indoor and outdoor use, and wil! 
be an enormous encouragement to the soldiers 
in keeping up their amusement program over 
there. 

A set will be sent to each camp in which 
there is a dramatic director, accompanied by 
biueprints prepared by Mr. Strong, giving 
complete directions as to the swift setting up, 
“striking’’ and packing of the equipment, so 
that any handy soldier in camp will be able to 
furnish an appropriate stace or tuck it away 
out of sight again within a few minutes. 

In connection with the dramatic activities 
fostered in the army by the Training Camp 
Commission it is interesting to note that Gen- 
eral Yogi said at the time of the Russo—Jap- 
apese war that for many years the Nippon 
fovernment had realized the necessity of dra- 
matic entertainment as a means of main- 
taining the morale of the Japanese army.

REVIEW: 


From the heading of the program we logical- 
ly assume that Jack Singer fully intended the 
Lew Kelly Show for Lew Kelly, and he has 
apparently accomplished his purpose, for the 
show is Lew Kelly personified. 


The opening scene, we take it, represents the 
outdoors of an estate at Newport, and the scene 
is one of splendor in stage setting, supplemented 
by show girls and ponies in appropriate gowns 
and pony costumes.

for our fighting forces over there. 


Act 2 introduces a realistie picture of down- 
town New York in the vicinity of Chinatown.

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During the past two years a remarkable 
change has taken place in the taste of the 
theatergoing public of England—a change that 


has been particularly gratifying to the play- 
wright and producers of America. Prior to that 


tire there seems to have existed a pronounced 


prejudice against American plays, due, per- 
haps, to the fact that English audiences had 
not yet learned to appreciate American humor 
and had not, therefore, a sufficient understand- 


ing of our plays to make them palatable. But 
all of that is changed now, and instead of 
American plays seeking presentation on the 
London stage the process is reversed. The 
moment a play shows evidence of being a suc- 
cess on this side it is eagerly sought by astute 
managers of the ‘‘tight little isle.” 

have attributed this changed attitude 
to the presence in England of thousands of Amer- 
icans—soldiers with the American Expeditionary 
Forces. But the explanation is, we believe, in- 
adequate. The war, no doubt, bas had much 
to do with it, but mot the mere presence of a 
few thousand American soldiers in London. The 
great conflict has given the English public a 
broader outlook and a greater catllicity of 
taste in things theatrical as well as in other 
spheres of life. Prejudice has been laid aside 
and the result has been mutually satisfactory. 

Whatever the cause, it is an undisputed fact 
that American plays have had a remarkable run 
of suecesses in London. Some of the biggest 
successes of the past two years have been 
American plays and not a single failure has 
been registered. Speaking of this fact recently 
a prominent London manager said: ‘English 
audiences have learned to understand and ap- 
preciate American slang and humor and they 
like the quick action that is so characteristic 
of American plays. Comedy, farce and the 
musical show—especially the latter—that has 

en a success in America, is almost sure of a 
welcome on this side.” 

> . . . . 

At the present time some half a dozen Ameri- 
can plays are enjoying properous runs in the 
English metropolis. The rush of plays from 
this side has temporarily abated and has given 
place to a steady production of proved successes, 
according to advices coming from the other side. 
Among those that have been entertaining Lon- 
don audiences during the past month are Fair 
and Warmer, at the Prince of Wales Theater; 
Soldier Boy, at the Apollo; Nothing 
Truth, at the Savoy; The Naughty Wife, at The 
Playhouse; The Lilac Domino, at the Empire; 
Going Up, at Daly’s, and Eyes of Youth, at the 
St. James. It will be noted that most of these 
are not war plays and those that touch upon 
the war do so in lighter vein.

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SELLING AROUND THE WORLD 


How a Lyceum Musician Built a Worldwide Busi- 


ness by Advertising in The Billboard—Mak- 


ing By-Products 


Thirty-six thousand dollars just for the roy- 
alty, which came from one firm for eight 
months, and one-third of the year yet to hear 
from, is not a bad income for an individual. 


That is what Ernest R. Ball, the popular so2az/! 


composer, received for his part of the labor of 
love in setting the world to singing and whis- 
tling a number of popular songs. The fact that 
this income kept right on and didn't interfere 
with his salary as a performer seemed to give 
us a little stronger vision into the future when 
all performers might have that opportunity to 
cash in on what they produce as a by-product. 
No, ali are not composers, but ‘all have a by- 
product, which is worth real money to them, 
And to fini a way to bring that by-product to 
market is a function which belongs to The Bill- 
board by right of achievement. 

It is with more than ordinary pride that we 
sketch here the road over which one of the 
hustling lyceum workers has traveled thus far 
on his journey. We are glad to note the work 
which is bringing Neal F. Mears his proportion 
of this world's material blessings, for the reason 
that we have watched this young man struggling 
ever upward and onward. . 

We first met Neal F. Mears when he was a 
chalk talker, working the clubs and churches 
of Chicago. He then sold lyceum talent as an 
agent for local bureaus. He then tried vaude- 
ville and did his stunts as a blackface comedian 
as a member of the team of Duffy and Deven. 
He was billed as the original Oliver Twist Car- 
toonist. He then organized and was a member 
of the Florian Four, a mixed quartet, which was 
billed mostly in vaudeville. Just to show his 
versatility young Mears then joined a male 
quartet and stumped the State of Pennsylvania 
as the preluding attraction for a Third Party 
Prohibition votegetter in the battle against the 
demon rum. 

During the past four years he has managed 
and been a member of various quartets and other 
companies doing lyceum and chautauqua work 
and taking a flyer into vaudevilie when he found 
the time to de so. It was while doing the ar- 
ranging and managing for a mixed quartet that 
he was forced to figure out his mechanical 
transposition disc, which is pronounced the 
greatest timesaver and authority for musicians 
that has been brought out in years. His little 
eontrivance is simplicity itself when you under- 
stand it. It was invented and used by Manager 
Mears as a timesaver. He could transpose, but

when he had seven members of a double quartet 
who could not transpose he found that he had 
2 real job on his hands. This put him to 
thinking. Soon an idea had him. He made a 
sample of what he had thonght out. It was a 
piece of drawing paper and stuck together with 
a collar button. Musicians said it wouldn't 


world. He hasn’t begun to dispose of the rights 
for the next world, but from all that has been 
said abont the harps and heavenly choirs there 
is even a rich field yet to be opened for his 
disc. 

He showed his own faith in his invention by 
making constant and practical use of it. Deal- 
ers said it was a good toy, but that it wouldn't be 
a practical thing. After selling a number to 
his friends he finally worked the great music 
house of Lyon & Healy up to such a white heat 
of enthusiasm that it ordered a half dozen of 
these for its trade. 

He then slipped into The Billboard office and 
laced an ad in this magazine. That ad cost 
him $9.70 and it sold seventeen of his Trans- 
posing Discs. He was out of pocket $1.20, but 
he was not discouraged.

We wish that we might 
have space to give a hundred of these letters, 
but we haven't, so we will pick out a few for 
their geographical interest and not because they 
are the best that might be selected, giving only 
such excerpts as we think might be interesting 
to our readers. 

We will start at home. Louis 0. Runner, who 
has twenty-two companies on the lyceum and 
chautauqua platform at the present time, has 
said that ‘‘the marvelous Transposing Disc is 
indispensable for the professional musician and 
for the amateur musician it takes the place ofa 
course in harmony.”’ 

Then there is that grand old master, A, Lib- 
erati, the world famous band director and cornet 
virtuoso, who told the writer that these trans- 
posing discs are marvelous timesavers and that 
no one who is engaged in this work should be 
without one, 


The other night, while a little party of us 
were visting the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus ont 
on the lake front here in Chicago, Al Sweet, the 
world famous band leader, who for ten years 
led the Ringling Bros.’ Circus Band, handed 
Betz, director of the Hagenbeck-Wallace Band, 
one of these little wonder workers, stating:

Lyon & Healy have now arranged to handle 
the Spanish edition and to distribute it to the 
musicians in South America, where they have 
taken over the agency for all that great terri- 
tory south of us.

Their letter 
states that they read the ad in The Billboard, so 
that may be one reason to suspect that that is 
where they found out about it.

Advises America To Keep Up Advertising 


In a recent New York address, Val Fisher, London publisher and 
member of London Chamber of Commerce, said: “In four years of war 
many things have happened in Great Britain that I am sure you will be 


quite interested in hearing about. 


Some wonderful things have happened 


in advertising, thru war conditions, and I want to touch on some of those 
things that you may be prepared for the conditions that will probably 


arise as the war goes on. 


In the last four years the business men of 


Great Britain have learned more concerning the importance of building 
good will thru advertising than they did in forty years preceding the 


war. 


“British manufacturers who have not a dollar’s worth of merchandise 
to sel, whose entire plants are employed on Government work, are keep- 
ing their advertising continuously before the public, because while they 
are willing to turn their profits over to the Government, while they are 
perfectly willing for the sake of the war to have their factories com- 
mandeered and their normal business completely stopped, yet they are 


not willing to sacrifice their good will; 


their names or products forgotten. 


they are not willing to have 


“And so they continue their advertising, continue building their good 
will, so that when the war shall be won there will be an immediate de- 
mand for the billions of dollars’ worth of merchandise that their greatly 
enlarged factories will then turn out. 

“You American business men are now in much the same position 
as were the British business men at the end of the first year of the war. 
This is the time when every manufacturer, every business man, should 
look far ahead. Good will can not be built in a day, even by advertising. 
We have all seen the mistake of being unprepared for war; it is almost 
as great and serious a mistake to be unprepared for peace. 

“I want to warn your manufacturing and exporting houses that now 


is the time to prepare for peace. 


I find a tendency here to neglect 


preparations for export trade until peace has been declared. There can 


be no greater mistake. 


Now is not the time to export, but emphatically 


now is the time to lay plans and build good will.”

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SUCCESSFUL 
Finish of S. L. of A. Campaign 


Seems Assured as End Nears— 
Interest Apparently In- 
creasing Instead of 
Diminishing 


Chicago, Sept. 28.—A gratifying feature of 
the Showmen’s League drive for funds for the 
Showmen’s Rest project lies in the frequent 
demonstrations that interest in the campaign 
increases as the time limit approaches, instead 
of diminishing, as is so often the case when vol- 
untary contributions are sought for special pur- 
poses. 

While most of the larger contributions are al- 
ready in each mail witnesses the arrival of new 
subscriptions for minor amounts, which in the 
aggregate make each day's total compare favor- 


ably with those scored during the early days 
of the campaign, when, in the first flush of en- 
thusiasm, everybody who could be notified of 
the project readily contributed. 


The main difficulty at first lay in determining 
a means of making the proposition known to a 
majority of active showmen. This was overcome 
in two ways: first, by the appointment of ener 
getic visiting committees which visited nearly 
every outdoor outfit with subscription lists, and, 
second, by a comprehensive publicity campaign. 
As time progressed the two campaigns became 
interlinked in a working sense, and now Presi- 
dent Talbott, Treasurer Newman and the hard 
working otlicers are on the eve of witnessing a 
successful culmination of what is conceded to 
be one of the best conducted campaigns in the 
Listory of the show world. 

One thing that makes much of the hard work 
easy is the absolute confidence which everybody 
in the amusement world places in the Show- 
men’s League of America and its officers. There 
are no cliques and clans in the league, Tho 
bereaved by the loss of the great man who 
formerly held the presidential reins, the league 
has shown itself to be so big an organization 
that the same spirit of confidence and respect 
is being placed in the new president, E. C. 
Talbott, that was formerly accorded to Presi- 
dent John C. Warren, whose wonderful work 
and superb executive ability, will never be for- 
gotten by the appreciative members. 

This spirit of confidence means much. Members 
know that when the Showmen’s League asks 
for funds it is not in order to bring relief to a 
bankrupt treasury, for, with the comparative 
rates of dues taken into consideration, this or- 
ganization is on a financial basis that callenge 
the records of any century old fraternal organi- 
zations. 

Thus, when funds are asked for Showmen's 
Rest, showmen know that the money subscribed 
will be pledged to the purpose in consideration, 


not sidetracked to place wabbly financial de- 
partments on a sound basis, 
Members of the league must realize that, 


were the membership charges as high as those 
of any societies doing the vast amount of fra- 
ternal and charitable work cheerfully performed 
by the Showmen’s League, there would be no 
need for a drive for funds. However, the ut- 
most ecouomy in managing the affairs of the 
organization are required in order to make the 
dues support actual maintenance, so that the 
only manner in which a project of the dimen- 
sions of Showmen’s Rest could be consummated 
would be in the manner selected—a drive for 
funds with due respect for individuals’ ability 
to contribute. 

This is another reason why the spirit in which 
the contributions are made, rather than the 
actual amount given, is the big thing in the 
eyes of league officers. Those holding minor 
positions in the show world may rest assured 
that their more prosperous brothers have sub- 
scribed amounts commensurate with their pros- 
perity, so that many contributions of small 
amounts will readily make up the difference be- 
tween what has been supplied and what is 
needed. 

The time is bound to come when all who con- 
tribute will take pride in this great accomnlish- 
ment, which marks the completion of the Show- 
men’s League cycle of taking care of members 
in life and in death, and the time is also bound 
to come when an acknowledgment that anybody 
in the show world has failed to meet the anpeal 
will be met by the contempt of fellow workers. 
But the response, thus far. has been so hearty. 
and the gross number of contributors embraces 
so many individuals, from the best known mem- 
bers of the show world fraternity to lesser 
lights, that those who fail to contribute will 
soon comprise a conspicuous . minority. 

While time still remains for fulfilling this 
obligation. no showman should neglect sending 
his contribution as quickly as possible.

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TAKING STOCK 


Of Park Season Just Closed 


Wise Manager Is Checking Up 
on His Successes and Fail- 
ures in Preparation for 
Next Season 


Altho a few parks in the South are still open, 
taking the country as a whole the 1918 park 
season is a thing of the past. Concessionsires 
have sought other ficlds, «employers have scat- 
tered to various industries or have been ab- 
sorbed into Uncle Sam's great fighting machine 
and, until the martial strains of next year’s 
Memoria] Day are beard again, the recently 
curry amusement resorts will be silent and 
deserted. 

But, while the park season has closed, the 
manager's work is not finished by any means. 
To the wise executive the month succeeding the 
closing of his park is a time of ‘‘stock taking,” 
a time for reviewing the results of the year 
and checking up the successes and failures, 
particularly the latter. A modern amusement 
park is a complicated mechanism. To the 
public {t may appear to move along without 
effort on the part of anyone, but back of this 
seeming simplicity of operation is a highly 
trained organizaton whose work, tho unseen by 
patrons, is indispensable. As the head of this 
organization the manager must Db» familiar with 
all of the multifarious details of the park and 
de able to so co-ordinate them that they work 
in barm®ny. And so it is that a time of stock 
taking is just as necessary for him as it is for 
the manufacturer or merchant. 

“In reviewing the season with a view to 
making imrprovements next year,’’ says a suc- 
cessful park manager, “I make note of every- 
thing, from the clubbouse to the smallest con 
cession. All have their bearing on the success 
or failure of the park and it will not do to 
overlook even the little things if we expect to 
end the season with the balance on the right 
side of the ledger. The bands and orchestra, 
the vaudevilie, the clubhouse cuisine, the dancing 
facilities, al] are important factors in securing 
and holding patronage. If the manager has 
been as observant as he should be he probably 
will be able to see room for improvement in 
some or all of these lines and to devise means 
of bringing it about. Any serious deficiencies 
should be remedied at once, as the public is 
extremely fickle. 

“In checking up the rides and concessions 
the successful ones are most easily disposed of. 
As a Tule they can be continued as before, few 
changes being necessary. It is the failures 
that require the greatest amount of attention. 
What makes them failures, and how can they 
be changed to successes, are questions that 
must be answered cr the device or concession 
discontinued, for every unsuccessful ride is 
more or less of a drag on the remainder of the 
park. It may be that the location is poor. If 
80 a rearrangement is all that is necessary. 
The management may be inefficient. If that is 
the trouble a change should be made at once. 
Sometimes, however, the public simply refuses 
to patronize a ride or concession, altho the loca- 
tion and management seem ideal. In such a 
case the wise thing to do is to get rid of the 
‘white elephant’ at the earliest possible mo 
ment. 

“Another thing the manager must do at this 
time is to plan new features for next year. 
He, of course, has the old standbys to depend 
upon, but in addition to these the public is 
always clamoring for something new and the 
most successful parks are those which provide 
some new thrills or new fuumakers every year."’ 


CITY PARK, NEW ORLEANS

this time, I have asked you to act on a com- 
mittee, but you declined because it might lose 
you some intluence. You spend the I, L. J 
time taking subscriptions, You have tried to 
organize the whole lyceum and chautauqua 
movement into an extension department of your 
magazine. Once upon a time, according to Mr. 
Padget’s own Statement and correspondence, 
you solicited an advertisement from a man not 
eligible under the constitution of our assocla- 
tion. He told you he would advertise in your 
magazine if he could become a member, and you 
sought to change the whole constitution of the 
1. A. on membership so that he might enter 
and you might get the advertisement. You have 
used your position as editor and owner of this 
journal to ingratiate yourself with all the bo- 
reaus, and have boasted that you are the only 
ome that is handled on all these burean liste, 
And when by our advertisements and subscrip- 
tions we have all helped you to reach this posi 
tion of special power you use your magazine gs 
the instrument of personal attack. You are the 


sucking your sustenance from every source and 
giving it back in poison to the members. 

Read again that last sentence, and remember 
that it is all a part of what Montaville Flow- 
ers had said and printed and circulated as his 
estimation of Parlette, whom he has personally 
known for years. 

But we will be content to even pass that up. 
Why not let Uriah Heap take the stage and 
paint his own picture? He has done it so well 
that we feel content to let him go on his own 
estimated value. In a letter to President Flow- 
ers Parlette painted himself with this gob of 
literary ocher: 


In Bulletin No, 2 I feel that you are losing 
sight of the re al ‘function of the lyceum and 
chautauqua movement, which is to furnish a 
place for great lives and great art to touch the 
people, If we try to make the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua thru the war devote itself primarily to 
war work I feel that it will bring itself into 
direct competition with all the papers, books, 
free speaking, ete., on the war. A few men 
naturally endowed can lecture on the war. I 
ean't. I have tried. My effectiveness is in in- 
troducing five or ten minutes of my own heart 
about it into a regular lecture. I do not be- 
lieve you can accomplish a lot by the Washing- 
ton conference. Any man who gets on the plat- 
form sheuld already know the leading funda- 
mentals of the conflict. And what he learns in 
April will be stale in July and next November. 

Too bad that Charles Dickens is dead, for 
what he would do with such material would be 
marvelous indeed. The platform is the place 
for GREAT LIVES and GREAT ART. I AM 
ON THE PLATFORM, but I am so humble, so 
very humble. Now, for the good of the lyceum 
and chautauqua, we wish, Parlette, that you 
would say either something or keep still, for we 
hate to waste paper and time on your childish, 
craven babblings. 

Read again Parlette’s letter to President 
Flowers, and then read the following, which is 
President Flowers’ reply to the above bio 
graphical exegesis: 

Here stands (says President Flowers) revealed 
the Parlette caliber and philosophy: ‘I measure 
all things by myself. I pass all things thru 
myself. What I can’t do few can do and should 
not be done. I do not learn facts, b cause 
facts get stale with time. Do not try to give 
war lectures unless you are a natural-born was 
lecturer. Do not turn the Irceum and chan 
tauqua into war work, for we can't stand con 
petition with the real thing. Do not chang 
from the old stuff. Business, as usnal, only 
more so. Hold on to the universal appeal strt¥."’ 
Pariette has no daughters and no sons at the 
front.

“The great success of the qhautauqua this 
year brings up the matter of the ups and downs 
which have attended the chautaugua movement 
in Jefferson since its Inception in 1906. During 
the fourteen years of its history the chautauqua 
has made money eight years and lost money 
six years. During thix period most of the in- 
dependent chautanquas in this locality have 
perished, The Jefferson Chautauqua was a 
ebild of the Ames Chautauqua, which is ne 
more. Also the great assemblies at Storm Lake 
Sac City and Fort Dodge have either winked out 
ompletely or gone into the cirenit class. In 
all cases financial reverses have caused the 
collapse, and if the Jefferson Chautanqua is 
entitled to any special credit it is along the line 
of good business management 

“Jefferson pow has q Statewlds reputation as 
having one of the best chautauquas In Iowa 
It is an enviable reputation. The talent which 
comes and goes advertises our people as among 
the best chautauqua crowds they meet anywhere 
in the country. And so the name of Jefferson 
is linked with such places as Shelbyville, IIL; 
Rockville and Richmond, Ind.: Fairfleld and 
Clarinda, Ia., as a great chautauqua town.

“There were 954 season tickets sold this year, 
which is more than ever before. Seven hundred 
and four of them were $2 tickets, 141 were $2.50 
tickets and 109 were $1.25 tickets for children. 
The largest number of season tickets ever sold 
before was 914 in 1910. 

“The total number of pledges to date on 
purchase of season tickets for next year’s chau- 
tauqua is 448, 

“The total single admissions this year were 
4,273, and the total number of chair rentals at 
five cents apiece was 4,721. 

“The annua) meeting of the chautauqua stock- 
holders was beld in the tent after the afternoon 
meeting last Sunday, and the following directors 
were elected for the coming year: J. A. Hen- 
derson, Paw! Stillman, E. C. Freeman, D. L. 
Howard, E. A. Milligan, M. G. McDuffie and 
S. J. Sayers. They will elect the president, 
secretary and treasurer for the coming year. 

“The committee working at the gate Sunday 
evening to secure pledges for season ticket sales 
for next year's chautauqua succeeded in getting 
about 250 pledges, which increases the total 
number of season tickets pledged to about 425. 
This is about 100 more than were pledged last 
year.” 


MARRIED A SOLDIER 


Florence Ethy] Potter, a well-known lyceum 
and chautauqua manager of the Potter-De Pue 
Trio, at the close of the chautauqua was married 
to Sergeant William Stewart McBirnie at 
Whitefield, N. H. Miss Potter's home has been 
Galesburg, Ill., while the Sergeant hales from 
Portadown, Ireland. 


Sergeant McBirnile carries stripes for long and 
active service, two gold stripes for serious 
wounds, and a medal of honor pinned on him 
by the King of England for valiant service. 

Sergeant McBirnie is one of five men selected 
by the allies to tour this country and from the 
chautaugua and lyceum platform tell of the war 
and conditions at the front. He spent several 
years in this country before joining the Cana- 
dian forces, 


Sergeant McBirnie and his bride traveled on 
the same circuit this year. Miss Potter is well 
known in Knox County, baving graduated from 
the schools at Maquon and later from the Plowe 
Conservatory at Peoria in dramatic art. 
organized the Potter-De Pue Trio, consisting of 
herself, ber sister Opal and Mr. De Pune, and 
as a cellist, singer and child impersonator she 
bas been a favorite on the chautauqua platform 
for five years, haying the distinction of being 
chosen by the State universities of Minnesota,

Friday and Saturday there was a general ex- 
odus of theatrical people from Boston. Most 
of them returned to New York. The order has 
thrown hundreds of people out of work for the 
ten days, altho several managers have stated 
that the salaries of house employees will go on 
jast the same.
